The new British ministry had not yet been 
formed, and there was a probability that parlia- 
ment would meet without a prime minister. The 
dssolution of the old ministry is variously ac- 
counted for; by some it is ascribed to the ineapa- 
city of lord Goderich; by others in the intrigues 
of the lord Chancellor; by others in the irrecen- 
cileable discords among the members of the Cab- 
inet. The appointment of Mr. Herries as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, whose principles were 
in decided opposition to these upon which the 
Administration was originally formed, it appears 
led to the utmost confusion and disorder. He 
wasult:aaiely to send in his resignation, which 
it » said was accompanied by that of Mr. Hus- 
kisson, one of the leaders of the liberal party; 
and with these two the Prime Minister tendered 
in his own to the King, which was accepted. It 
is feared also from the King having immediately 
vent for the lord Chancellor and the Duke of 
Wellington, that he is disposed to form a tory 
administration, and one of the papers tates the 
probability of the present Ministry being patehed 
up under the Marquis of Wellesley, with the res- 
toration of Mr. Peel and the Duke of Welling- 
ton. 

A change in the Russian Cabinet has also 
taken place, but the particulars are not yet 
haown, 





DREADFUL SHIPWRECK.

HEALTH. 

We have just risen from the perusal of a book 
written with a view of giving maxims for the 
preservation of health, and the consequent pro- 
longation of Life, 

** In lite, if dorgy can be,”’ 

We have forgotten the name of the author, 
nor is it essential to the purpose of our present 
paragraph that we should remember it, or that 
we should copy his exact prescriptions, as reme- 
dies to diseases—we would rather catch a few 
of his ideas on prevention, mingle them with the 
result of our own experience, and give them to 
our readers as evidences of our wish to do good. 
The first of earthly blessings (next to a clear 
conscience) is HEALTH; and we do noi know 
how aman can have a clear conscience, who 
has abused the gift of Providence in destroying 
his health. From the cradle to the grave has ever 
been a downward and rapid passage, especialiy 
to the view of those who have nearly attained 
the goal of their earthly race. ‘*Evil and few have 
been the days of my pilgrimage,’’ said the patri- 
arch; and his language will be adopted by all 
who know they are so near their close—but 
short as is the course, our follies contrive to les- 
sen its extent, and strew a large portion of it 
with thorns and galling impediments. 

From infancy, we neglect the great mean of 
earthly good; the nurse distorts the form of the 
new born infant, and the parent vitiates the ap- 
petite of the growing child, The solid and whole- 
some viands ofa friendly table, have few attrac- 
tions for those whose stomachs are pampered 
with the unwholesome condiments of sweet- 
meats and spi ed sances.
